b. Weather along the route was forecast to be 
Category I and II (0 to 2/8 cloud cover) with patches 
of cumulus and cirrus clouds. The pilot reported the 
first two flight lines to be Category V (7/8 to 8/8 
cioud coyer) with the rest of the route clear. There 
was light haze present throughout the mission. 
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6. Photo Analysis : Of the 99 total targets covered, 

24 were considered fair and the remaining 75 were rated poor 
on interpretability . Overall quality was fair with 20% cloud 
cover. Degradation was attributed to obliquity and haze with 
clouds being a contributing factor in some instances. Tracker 
clock was four minutes fifty seconds slow at landing and was 
erratic* throughout the mission. 


7. Maintenance : Article 385 was flown on this mission. 
With the exception of minor autopilot and one sextant write 
up. There were no aircraft or instrument discrepancies. 


8. Communications : Radio, navaids and 
operation was satisfactory.
